Tomorrow is Race Relations Sunday. The 
obseiXcince is chiefly intended to focus the minds 
of church members on the Xegro-White p roblem, 
no longer sectional, but national in scop e. The w ar 
has help ed to make clear that the welfare of the 
minority is also the welfare of the majority. This 
basic tenet of democracy is exp ressed in Lincoln’s 
famous p hrase, "a nation cannot exist half slave 
and half free." 
The Negro is the chief victim of racial p rej­ 
udice in America. An encouraging develop ment 
on the home front has been the formation of scores 
of interracial state, county, and citv group s to 
p romote belter understanding between White and 
Acgioes and to help end anti-Negro discrimina­ 
tions. Nevertbele.ss. fear p ersits that even as ra­ 
cial injustices continue, desp ite the sacrifices of 
America s .soldiers in the struggle for human 
rights, so may the p ostwar p eriod witness a ca­ 
lamitous wave of racial bigotry. 
This would not be merely a blow to A m er­ 
ican p restige abroad, but a threat to national se­ 
em ity and well-being. There is a ferment of free­ 
dom throughout the world. Do intelligent Ahieri- 
cans exp ect Negro fellow citizens who have shar­ 
ed the hardship s and dangers of the battle front to 
return, nuitely and submissively, to the old, hated 
evils of segregation, calumny, and ostracism? Not 
if the\’ remember the race disturbances at the 
close of World W ar 1, when the N’egro was bein" 
forced back ‘‘where he belonged.” 
To meet the p ossible insurgence of race 
hatred, American churches have called on their 
membership s to undertake now a crusade for in­ 
terracial justice, for a truer dcinocracv. for a vital, 
all-inclusive brotherhood. 
The fear' of evil con­ 
sequences, however, should not be the p rim ary in­ 
centive. To give the Negro the status to which his 
high achievements, his loyalty, his good faith and 
gcnci^ous nature, entitle him is an obligation that 
rests heavily up on the conscience of this nation.
